Continued from No, 20, 
Arsenic in the Arts as a Cause of Ar- 
senical Poison. 


BY S. A. LATTIMORK, LL.D. 
ARSENIC IN SUBNITRATE OF BISMUTH. 

In the case to which I allude. sam- 
ples of subnitrate of bismuth were 
obtained from all the druggists of the 
village, five in number, and brought 
to me for analysis. They all coutain- 
ed arsenic. I then obtained a number 
of samples from different druggists in 
this city. These likewise contained 
arsenic, except a single specimen of 
Parisian manufacture, which was en- 
tirely free, 

In closing his address, Professor 
Lattimore presented a specimen of the 
metallic arsenic obtained from: sub- 
nitrate of bismuth recently analyzed. 
Also, a number of specimens of paper 
of various kinds, all colored with ar- 
senical pigments—wall paper, letter 
paper, envelopes, faucy paper, card- 
board, tickets, ete., among the rest a 
“milk ticket.” 

One ot these sheets—a programme 
of the Rochester Free Academy ‘for 
1875—was accompanied by one-third 
of a grain of metallic arsenic extract- 
ed from a single programme. 


He also presented specimens of green 
tarlatan, with the arsenic in the form 
of sulphide extracted from a piece of 
six inches square. It was equivalent 
to a little more than two grains of 
white arsenic. A yard therefore con- 
tains a quarter of an ounce of white 
arsenic, aud a lady’s dress if made in 
style, three ounces. In response to a 
request from the audience Dr, Latti- 
more explained several easy and rapid 
modes by which the presence of ar- 
senie might be detected in arsenical 
paper,

IMPROVEMENT IN LINIMENTS. 

This invention relates to the well 
known class of liniments; and it con- 
sists of the compound herein set forth. 

To prepare the liniment I take of 
eroton oil two drams; of tincture of 
iodine, four ounces; of oil of origa- 
num, four ounces; of tincture of Span- 
ish flies, four ounees; and of the spir- 
its of turpentine, one pint. Mix well, 
and the liniment is ready for use. 

This Jiniment is usefulin all kinds 
of rheumatism. Its effect is to subdue 
the soreness, pain and inflammation, 
and, consequently, to reduce swell- 
ings. Only ordinary care is required 
in applying it to the skin. It should 
not be applied too often or too lavish- 
ly. As in the use of all other lini- 
ments, balsams, and the like, the feel- 
ings of the patient aud the common 
sense of the nurse indicate the quan- 
tity and frequency of the application. 
The filled hollow of an open hand, 
well rubbed in, should be ample. 
After its application several times, the 
skin will become covered with small 
pimples, the soreness and pain ceases, 
and the pimples soon disappear. 





IMPROVEMENT IN PAINT-OILS. 

This invention relates to the pre- 
paration of linseed-oil, preparatory to 
mixing the same with paints; and it 
consists in mixing certain ingredients 
hereinafter specified with cold or boil- 
ed linseed-oil. 

I will proceed to describe the com- 
pounding and mixing of my invention. 

To two pounds of unslacked lime 
add six quarts of soft water. Stir 
them thoroughly, and let them stand 
until settled. Then pour off four 
quarts of the liquor without disturb- 
ing the sediments. ‘lo this four quarts 
udd two ounces sulphate of zinc, and 
as soon as dissolved, shake thorough- 
ly, and then add four quarts of pure 
linseed oil,either raw or boiled. Shake 
well, and the mixture is ready to mix 
with paint or paints. 

This mixture of lime, soft water, and 
sulphate of zinc, when mixed with 
pure linseed oil, in equal parts of the 
mixture and linseed oil, will makea 
better body, will give a better gloss, 
and will last better and longer, retain 
lustre longer, and will be less liable to 
flake or crack, will spread easier and 
evener, and will make a saving of at 
least twenty-five per cent in the 
amount of paint used in work, giving 
at the same time an elastic and 
springy surface; and this mixture or 
oil will avoid the necessity of the use 
of driers ; and further, the mixture of 
lime, water, sulphate of zinc, and 
linseed oil will not separate or di- 
vide by standing. 

‘rhe mixture’Of time, water, sulphate 
of zine, and linseed oil is to be mixed 
with paints in the usual manner of 
mixing the linseed oil by itself. 





IMPROVEMENT IN LUBRICATING COM- 
POUNDS, 

This invention relates to that class 
of compounds which are used for lub- 
ricating the axles of wagons, street- 
cars, &c.; and it consists in the com- 
bination of a peculiar soap, made as 
hereinafter described, with London 
























































and add to it about two barrels of 
water, and heat the mixture to a boil- 
ing-point by a jet of steam. I then 
add of caustic-soda lye, from 15° to 20° 
in strength, enough to thoroughly 
saponify the grease. After the sa- 
ponification is completed, I add to - 
the mixture, while boilng, about 
three pailfulls of coarse salt, to cause 
aseparation between the saponified 
grease and the excess of water. After 
zit is separated 1 withdraw the steam, 
) and let the mixture stand for one-half 
hour. I then dish off the floating 
paste into the frames to ecol and 
harden. After being cooled I allow 
it to stand for two or three days, and 
then cut the mass into bars, dry them 
well, and then, by a suitable appli- 
ance, reduce the bars into thin shav- 
ings. I now take a close vessel, which 
can be heated by steam under press- 
ure, and put therein one hundred 
pounds of London oil and fifty pounds 
of the soap-shavings, and heat them 
together until the soap is dissolved in 
the oil, ard the mixture looks clear 
and translucent. I then withdraw 
the heat, and cool the mixture down 
nearly to blood-heat, and add fifty 
pounds of paraffine-oil, and mx all to 
gether with a wooden stirring-rod or 
mixer. I then run it off into boxes or 
packages to harden, when it is ready 
for use. 

This compound will keep its state 
through all grades of weather, as the 
saponified matter will not melt except 
when broken or.disturbed. It will not 
congeal or harden on cold iron when 
iu use, nor will it gum or thicken. It 
is apjlicable to all kinds of axles. 

It desired, this compound can be re- 
duced to an oily consistency by lessen- 
ing the quantity of saponified matter, 
when it is suitable for lubricating tne 
axles of horse cars and for other simi- 
lar purposes. 





IPMROVEMENTS IN PROCESSES OF 
DECORATING WALLS. 


This invention relates to an im- 
provement in the art of decoratiag 
walls, ceilings, and plastered surfaces; 
and consists, substantially, in prepar- 
ing the wall or surface first with any 
design, then applying the enamel, 
and finishing with a hot iron, as 
hereinafter described and claimed. 

I take potash, Venice soap, and 
stearine, varying the proportions ac- 
cording as I wish to make a high or 
low degree of polish, hardness, Xe. 
For most purposes equal portions of 
each are best. These ingredients 
place in hot water, when the stearine 
melts, and, combining with the pot- 
ash, and through it with the soap, 
forms a waxy liquid, which retains its 
fluidity;when cold, and, once prepared, 
will keep for years. ‘lhis constitutes 
my enamel. 

‘‘o prepare the wall, it must be 
clean, and, ifa new wall, I prefer to 
give it a final coat of lime and plaster- 
of-paris, whieh, however, is not an es- 
sential part of my invention, I then 
lay on the design, whether it be im 
itation of marble, stone, wood, panel- 
ing, or pjain, in water-color. I then 
apply the liquid enamel with any or- 
dinary brush, and after that go over 
it with a hot iron. which imparts a 
smooth surface. The result is a high- 
ly-glazed surface, having the polished 
appearance assumed by marble. It is 
practically water-proof, and capable 
of being washed frequently, will not 
crack under ordinary conditions, and 
will endure for many years, while oil- 
varnishing wears away in a short 
time. 

I mention Venice soap particularly as 
given a higher polish; but for ordinary

IMPROVEMENT IN PAINT COMPOSI- 
TIONS. 


This invention relates to improve- 
ments in anti-fouling paints or com- 
positions ; and it consists in the appli- 
cation therein of certain corrosive sub- 
stances, hereaiter mentioned, for pre- 
venting the adherence of barnacles 
and marine vegetation. 

I have found by experience that the 
sulphocyanide of copper acts as a pre- 
ventive against the adherence of barn- 
acles and shell-fish, and that, when 
combined with phenie acid, whether 
in the crude or crystallized state, it has 
a similar effect on marine vegetation. 
My invention, therefore, consists in a 
composition of sulpho-cyanide of cop- 
per and of phenic acid. 

Sulpho-cyanide of copper, as pre- 
pared by me, acts in paint in a similar 
manner to zine white. When reduced 
to powder, it is almost white, with a

crude, it may be employed directly. 

The phenic acid may also be applied 
as the vehicle for the paint by prepar- 
ing the latter in a pasty form, and 
mixing it with crude phenie acid, or 
crystallized phenic acid in solution, 
the acid,serving as a substitute for the 
oil generally used. 

The first coat of the phenicated 
paint serves to protect the metal from 
the oxidization due to galvanic action. 

“The second coat more particularly has 
a poisonous action on marine animal 
and vegetable life. 

The proportion of the sulpho- 
cyanide of copper and of the phenic 
acid which I prefer to use in the paint 
is about one per centum of the’sulpho- 
eyanide of copper and five per centum 
of the phenic acid by weight; but 
these proportions may be jvaried ac- 
cording to the greater or less energy 
with which the paint is required to 
act.

Answer. — Strange that all the 
printing ink manufacturies, do not 
burn, as they mix lampblack in oil, 
varnish, etc. ia various ways to make 
their inks; with their book inks par- 
ticularly, they use a small quantity of 
varnish comparatively with a large 
quantity of lampblack.

In lampblack factories, 
while great precaution is taken to prevent 
fires, arainy day or a sharp frosty day will 
start a dampness upon the inside of a win- 
dow pane, and the flying particles of dust 
lighting upon this creates the spark, which, 
communicating to the pile, sends a glow of 
fife with wonderful rapidity through the 
galleries of the shop. In cleaning up the 
smoke galleries, if the men let a drop of 
perspiration drop into a pile they instantly 
scoop up the black in and about where it 
lodges and take it out of the house.—Boston

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A NEW CRYSTALLIZED HYDRATE OF 
HYDROCHLORIC ACID. 

There is an abundant cystallization 
produced in Hydrochloric acid at 
13° F., when the current of nearly 
dry hydrochloric acid gas is passed 
through it. The authors deduce a 


new way of making a freezing mix- 
ture by mixing two parts of snow with 


one part of commercial hydrochloric 
acid. The temperature obtained wil 
be 25.6° F. By previously cooling the 
acidto 5° or 4° F., a temperature of 
81° F. will be reached. Thisis difficult 
to maintain, but 18° or 15° F, may be 
steadily kept by successive additions 
of snow and slightly cooled acid.—

A NEW CRYSTALLIZED HYDRATE OF 
HYDROCHLORIC ACID. 

There is an abundant cystallization 
produced in Hydrochloric acid at 
13° F., when the current of nearly 
dry hydrochloric acid gas is passed 
through it. The authors deduce a 


new way of making a freezing mix- 
ture by mixing two parts of snow with 


one part of commercial hydrochloric 
acid. The temperature obtained wil 
be 25.6° F. By previously cooling the 
acidto 5° or 4° F., a temperature of 
81° F. will be reached. Thisis difficult 
to maintain, but 18° or 15° F, may be 
steadily kept by successive additions 
of snow and slightly cooled acid.—

WHAT IS THE STANDARD QUALITY OF 


COMMERCIAL OPIUM? 


In reply to the query, as to what is 
the standard quality of commercial 
opium? we republish the following 
from the Phil. Drug Exchange Circu- 


lar: 


The question has been agitated— 


What is the proper standard of quali- 

ty of commercial opium, with refer- 

ence to the government of special 
examiners of drugs? Is it 9 per cent or 
7 per cent of pure morphia? 

This question is one of considerable 
importance, not only to importers 
and jobbers, but to manufacturers, 
A large proportion of all the opium 
consumed for medicinal purposes is 
imported into this country, and it re- 
quires no arguments to prove that the 
regulations as to the manner of examie 
nati should be clearly defined, and 
that the standard of quality should 
be in strict accordance with the law. 

The manner of examination should 
be uniform—the same in all of the 
large importing centres, New York, 
Philadelphia, Boston, Baltimore, New 
Orleans, San Francisco, ete. 

It should, moreover, be in strict con- 
formity with the United States stat- 
utes, 

In this connection we propose to 
refer to the law and to the customs 
regulations, with the view of present- 
ing to importers of opium what seems 
to us to be a very plain fact, namely, 
that the customs regulation of 9 per 
ceut is at variance with the law. 

First, as to the law itself. 


We refer the reader to Heyl’s U. 8. 
Import Duties, 1874, pages 17, 18, 19, 
where will be found the act of June 
26, 1848 (U. S. Statutes at Large. vol. 
ix., p. 287), chap. Ixx.—** An act to pre- 
vent the importation of adulterated 
and spurious drugs and medicines. 

In Section 3 it is stated as follows: 

“If, on examination, any) drugs, 
medicines, medicinal preparations, 
whether chemical or otherwise, in- 
cluding medicinal essential oils, are 
found, in the opinion of the examiner, 
to be so far adulterated, or in any 
manner deteriorated, as to render 
them inferior in strength and purity 
to the standard established by the 
United States, Edinburgh, London, 
French and German Pharmacopwias 
and Dispensatories, and thereby im- 
proper, and unsafe, or dangerous to 
be used for medicinal purposes, a re- 
turn to that effect shall be made upon 
the invoice, and the article so noted 
shall not pass the Custonf House, 
unless on a re-examination uf a strictly 
analytical character, called for by the 
owner or consignee, the return of the 
examiner shall be found’ eroneous; 
and it shall be declared as the result 
of such analysis, that the said articles 
may properly, safely, and without 
danger, be used for medicinal pur- 
poses.” 

On page 17 (saine work) is to be 
found this foot note: 

‘*It is not conceived to be the inten- 
tion of the law ‘that’ the articles re- 
ferred to should conform in strength 
and purity to each and all of those 
standards, as such conformity is be- 
lieved to be impracticable, owing to the 
variations in those standards. If, 
therefore, the articles in question be 
manufactured, produced, or prepared 
in England, Scotland, France, or Ger- 
many, as the case may be, and prove 
to conform in strength. and purity to 
the pharmacopo@ia and dispensatory 
of, the country of their origin, said 
articles become.exempt from,the pen- 
aities of the law. ,All articles of the 
kind .mentioned, produced manufac- 
tured or prepared in any other coun- 
try than those before mentioned, must 

conform, in the qualities stated, lo the 
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of quiet fusion, an iron rod was intro- 
duced and the globules of magnesium 
united together. The mass was then 
poured out onashovel and the slag 
separated. It must be purified by 
distilling in a current of hydrogen, as 
it still contains silicon, carbon and 
nitrogen. Lonstadt founded his pro- 
cess on this method, and it is substan- 
tially the same process extended toa 
manufacturing scale. 

Bunsen prepared it by fusing chlo- 
ride of magnesium in a deep crucible 
having a partition in it, extending 
about one-half of the depth. When 
in a state of fusion, a current froma 
ten-cell zine battery is sent through 
it. It decomposes readily, the princi- 
pal objection being that on account 
of the lightness of the metal it rises to 
the surface and is reoxidized. 

The metal by either of the methods 
is remelted and generally made into 
wire or ribbons.

In persons 
that perspire easily, or in the case of 
disorders that induce profuse perspira- 
tion, such as rheumatism, typhus 
fever, etc., the transversal curviture 
of the uail is inereased to exaggera- 
tion. This symptom, which scarcely 
ever fails to present itself in rheumatic 
subjects, has led Dr. Esbavh to estab- 
lish, by a statistical method, the 
sudoral etiology of that affection, and 
in the immense majority of cases he 
has found the following result: A 
man who perspires eAdsily, and who in- 
habits a ground floor, becomes, sooner 
or later, rheumatic; if, on the con- 
trary, he lives in a dry apartment, he 
is never troubled with that malady. 
On the other hand, aman who is not 
subject to perspiration may live ina 
damp room with impunity. Rheuma- 
tism appears thus to be placed on its 
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Proceed as in the syrup ipecac. The 
result in each instance was a brilliant 
syrup, which, compared with the offi- 
cinal syrup, presented decided adyan- 
tages. 

Syrups thus prepared have been 
subjected to the severest tests. These 
show that while syrups thus prepared 
are greatly improved in their keeping 
qualities; their therapeutic: effets is 
not in the least impaired. He says in 
conclusion. I do not hesitate to pre- 
sent these remarks on the process of 
cold percolation, and ask a trial for it, 
with reports upon its merits. The 
question of labor may arise in your 
minds, but Ican assure you when the 
grand total is figured up the balance 
will be in favor of percolation.

Such is the law and the explanation. 
Now the opium that comes to the 
United States is produced in Turkey 
and in Persia; hence it is not the pro- 
duct of England, Scotland, France, or 
Germany. 

By what standards, then, are exam- 
iners to be governed ? 

The answer is given—the article 
‘*must conform, in the qualities stated, 
to the United States Pharmacopeia 
and Dispensatory.” 

What do the United States Pharma- 
cop@ia and Dispensatory state ? 

The U. 8. Dispensatory, 13th edi- 
tion, page 627, gives the following: 
*‘Opium should yield at least seven 
per cent of morphia, by the officinal 
process,” After this statement will 
be found the letters U. S8., by which is 
meant that such is the standard of 
the United States Pharmacopwia; and, 
by reference to the Pharmacopoia 
preceding the one now in force, it will 
be found that precisely these words 
are used, and the standard established 
therein is seven percent. (See U.S. 
Pharmacopaoia, fourth decennial re- 
vision, 1860, page 41.) 

We presume that the foregoing can 
hardly admit of dispute. 

The U.S. Pharmacopoia, fourth de- 
cennial revision, names seven per cent; 
and the U. 8. Dispensatory simply 
quotes this as authority. 

Now to what sort of opium is this 
standard to apply? Clearly, to opium 
in the undried state, or as found in 
commerce. 












































































ON A NEW VARIETY OF LIQUORICE. 

A new species of liquorice, of Italian 
origin, has made its appearance in 
the European (St. Petersburg) market. 
It occurs in shapeless masses, is some- 
what tough, capable of being cut with 
a knife, and of a purely sweet taste, 
free from empyreuma, On dissolving 
it in water, it leaves only a trifling 
residue, and when dried at 90° C. 
yields 75 per cent of dry extract. A. 
Peltz has examined it for its percent 
agé of glycyrrhizin in the following 
manner: 10 gms. of the crude extract 
were dissolved in water, the solution 
filtered, and the filtrate mixed with a 
sufficient quantity of dilute sulphuric 
acid. The separated giycyrrhizin was 
collected on a filter and washed. In 
order to purify it, it was again dis- 
solved in a weak solution of ammonia 
and reprecipitated with sulphuric 
acid. The dried precipitate was 
rubbed with one-third of its weight of 
barium carbonate, and extracted by 
hot absolute alcohol, which left, on 
evaporation, and after drying. 1.5 gin. 
of glyeyrrhizin. The percentage of 
sugar was ascertained by means of 
alkaline copper solution.

HOW MAGNESIUM IS MADE. 

Formerly the method used was to 
fuse anhydrous chloride of magnesium 
with potassium. ‘Then after the mass 
had cooled the mixed chlorides of po- 
tassium and magnesium were dig 
solved away with water and the metal 
left in minute grains. These grains 
were afterwards fused to a globule. 

Deville and Caron obtained the 
metal by mixing 9000 grains of chlo. 
ride of magnesium with 1500 graius of 
fused chloride of sodiunmt and 1500 
grains.of fluoride of calcium. 1500 
grains of sodium in small pieces were 
then mixed in the mass, and the whole 
thrown into a clay crucible heated a 
full red heat.

The improvement noted in our last 
still continues, and though no round 
parcels are moving, the aggregate 
amount of goods taken is large and 
constantly increasing. Dealers are not 
overstocked, and with only moderate 
importations coming to hand, prices 
are steady, and show no further down- 
ward tendency. It seems to be conceded 
that figures can go very little it any 
Jower and leave a margin for dealers. 
This fact gives steadiness to the. market, 
and buyers are exhibiting more confi- 
dence in taking goods they need, not 
anticipating any further important de- 
cline, 

Opium is in the same quiet state, noted 
in our last for bonded parcels, though 
we hear that a few sales of case lots have 
been made; holders are steady as to 
prices, and quote $5 gold as the figure, 
The jobbing demand still continues fair, 
and lots are being taken by the trade to 
a fair extent and dealers are quoting $6 
621¢ce. Powdered is quiet but steady at 
$8 50c. 

Morphine has sold fairly and rules 
steady in price at $4 65@4 75, from 
manufacturers we hear of a parcel of P, 
& W. 200 ozs having been taken at $4 70. 

Quinine is selling fairly and rules 
steady in price. Manufacturers are’quot- 
ing $245@2 50, and some outside pareels 
are selling at this figure though some 
ask $260. ‘The market is now in better 
condition and the supply is about equal 
to the demand, and with further lots 
coming on the. market by contract, it is 
probable the price wil not be any higher 
for some time, 

Quicksilver is coming to hand quite 
freely, and there is a fair demand to be 
noted which takes most parcels they 
arrive. Prices are’ rather steadier, 
and holders are now asking 50@5l1c gold 
as to quantity, ‘The question of the 
cost of producing quicksilver is rapidly 
being figured out, if the following report 
ot the Abbott mine is correct which we 
take from the’San. Fran, Com. Herald. 

The report says that the average cost 
of, production of quicksilver during the 
year has been thirty-one cents and four 
mills per pound, In this cost is included 
the building of a furnace, and the fur- 
nacés had to be shut down for forty days 
at’ one time. The Trustees think that 
the cost of production can be brought 
down te less than: twenty-five cents a 
pound, The mine is in as prosperous 


condition as any Quicksilver mine in the, 


State, and the supply of ore is inex- 
haustible,

Balsam copaiba is coming to hand 
quite freely, and the market is weak, 
Hylders are selling small parcels as 
wanted at 4{@45c.
